Paul, street cleaning inspector 
for the First Ward, will make the school 
children of Chicago efficient auxiliaries in 
the work of keeping the streets clean. She

The children will be taught the value of 
sanitation, and will be asked to closely ob- 
serve the condition of the alleys and streets 
in their neighborhoods and make daily re- 
ports in school session.

FOOTBALL PLAYER KILLED AT 


BELLWOOD, PA. 


Tacklied While Runnzing with the Ball, . 


Benjamin Rich Receives Injuries 
Which Cost Him His Life—Shock 
from the Fall Ruptures One of the 
Delicate Blood Vessels in His Brain 
—Coroner Summons a Jury to In- 
Vootnaee. 


Bellwood, Pa., Oct. 1¢.—{Spectal. }— During 
@ game of football here this afternoon be- 
tween teams from Tyrone and Bellwood 
Benjamin Rich was so severely injured that 
he died shortly afterward. 

It was almost at the close of the game 
when young Rich, the Tyrone team’s half 
back, attempted to tackle John H. Miller, 
Bellwood’s left tackle, the runner who had 
the ball. He could not reach him, however, 
nor could he regain his feet, but fell heavily 
to the ground, face forward, and lay there. 
Attempts were made to revive him and were 
partly successful, as he got up and resumed 
his position in the game, but did not play, 
as he soon became unconscious and lay down 
on the field. 

The game was called in about three min- 
utes and he was taken to a hotel, where he 
was placed under the gare of Drs. Morrow 
and Levengood of Bellwood, who did all in 
their power to resuscitate the injured man. 


He lingered in an unconscious condition un- | 
til about 7 o’clock, when the attending phy- | 


siclans pronounced life extinct.

“Children are the closest of observers, 
and let them be convinced they can be really 
useful and they will work with the greatest 


-enthusiasm. This is true education. This 


is true education. It is beginning at the 
bottom. It is teaching chiidren that they 
are a part of the general community and 
that their influence has its weight. Half an 
hour devoted to this subject two or three 
times a week in the public schools would be 
of inestimable benefit in impressing on the 
children the evils of bad sanitary methods. 
They will grow up with a hatred of dirt‘and 
filth of any kind and with a love for clean 
and beautiful streets. If I can build such an 
organizations as this in Chicago it will be 
all the monument I care to have.

“In the United States we had then prac- 
tically no silver circulation, when now we 
have more than one-seventh of the silver 
fedeten of the world, performing every 
function 6f money except that it is not used 
in settling international balances unless at 
its bullion price in the world’s market. Then 
how has one-half of the world’s money been 
destroyed? .And what has become of the 
stiver min@d since 1878? What has become 
of the gold mined-since 1873? We know that 
there vhas beer, a very great increase in the 
world’s production of gold, especiaily in 
the last ten years, amounting to an annual 
average of one hundred and ninety miilions 
of dollars or more, or nearly two thousand 
millions of gold in ten years, a greater an- 
nual product of gold than of both gold and 
silver together in any one year between 17092 


And 1885, or for a continuous period of 


ninety-three years, and that this constcntly 
increasing production of gold is likely ‘to 
continue for some years, if not indefinitely. 
In the face of these indisputable facts who 
can say that one-half of the metallic money 
of the world has been destroyed when none 
of it, or practically none, has been taken out 
of circulation and great additions have been 
made since 1873? 

“ This fall of prices, it was charged, had 
special application to farm products, re- 
sulting from the fall of silver, and wheat and 
cotton were familiar illustrations. 

The prices of agricultural products have 
fluctuated since and before 1873, but these 
prices have fluctuated up and down accord- 
ing to a law of their own, the fall of silver 
exerting little or no influence upon them, 
from the fact that these products produced 
in silver using countries and exported have 
at no time been s6 great as to perceptibly 
affect the price in importing countries.

Little Likelihood That the New York 
Ratiway Maguate Will Ever Re- 
same Active Life—Making His Home 
in Switserland—Prospect of Recon- 
ciliation with His Son--Something 
About’ His Busy Career and Char- 
ities—A Hard-Working Millionaire, 


New York, Oct. 16.—[Special.J—It was 
hoped by the members of the Cornelius Van- 
derbilt family when. he. went abroad after 
partial recoyery from the stroke of paralysis 
which prostrated him a year ago last July, 
that rest and change of scene would in time 
work almost complete recovery. But, ac- 
cording to information from sources un- 
usually close to the multi-millionaire, his re- 
cent condition has practically dashed this 
hope to the ground. . on et 

Recovery is still possible; but it is no longer 
expected, and there is little likelfhood that 
Mr. Vanderbilt will ever resume active life. 
This sad fact has been accepted by his family

Active Life and Many Charities. 

It is doubtful whether New York ever held 
a busier man than Cornelius Vanderbilt was 
from the time he began his railroad career 
to the date of his first stroke of paralysis 
in 1896. Shortly before his health failed he 
was a member of twenty-four boards of di- 
rectors of railroad and kindred corpora- 
tions, besides being personally interested 
in the management of any number 'of re- 
ligious, charitable, and educational institu- 
tions. 

Notwithstanding his vast business inter- 
ests Cornelius Vanderbilt has always been 
most prompt and earnest in the discharge 
of his duties. Many times he has been Known 
to travel hundreds of miles and once nearly 
a thousand at the highest speed his loco- 
motives could haul him in a special car at 
great expense in order that he might be on 
time at a meeting of directors. He has beeu 
exceptional among businéss millionaires in 
not permitting himself to be interviewed. It 
was undoubtedly largely due to his mother’s 
influence that he gave so freely to the mail-

St. Bartholomew's Church, and other in- 
stitutions. 


Troubles in the Family. 

His breakdown came, no doubt, from over- 
work, though worry over family troubles 
with which the public is already familiar 
probably had something to do withit. His 
regular work has always been enough to 
swamp a man of even extraordinary powers, 
and, added to this, were the many social 
duties that must of necessity be performed 
by a man of his position. 

Though a railroad President before he be- 
came the acknowledged head of the Vander- 
bilt lines, Mr. Vanderbilt has since then 
had others serve as cheif executives of the 
family lines, himself taking the place of 
chairman of the Board of Control, made uy: 
of railroad Presidents, who used to meet 
in his. office once a month. The various 
Presidents came here in their private cars, 
and sometimes remained several days iu 
New York. Thus their policy was alway: 
fully understood and directed by him, and 
he was far from being a mere figurehead.

New York Oct. 16.—[Special.j|—The close 
of another week of the municipal campaign 
makes a forecast of the result as impossible 
as ever. No new and great'deyelopment of 
strength has been shown by any of the 
candidates. The bettors have a decided 
leaning toward Van Wyck and the T'am- 
many ticket and politicians count much on 
the thorough organization of the tiger's 
forces. Tammany. leaders declare the race 
is between Van Wyck and Tracy and that 
George and Low are mere incidents. 

The anti-Tammany men declare, however, 
that this assertion is a mere political ruse 
to belittle the independent movements. Low 
has received the encouragement of five 
meetings and the indorsement, of the Ger- 
man Reform union, while the Union League 
club of Brooklyn refused to indorse Tracy. 
The George forces have been strengthened 
by the accession of former Postmaster Day- 
ton and the public declaration of Judge 
Gaynor that he is for George. 

Tammany is counting much on its thor- 
ough organization, and its confidence is 
believed in by a great many people who 
don't wish Tammany to win. The Repub- 
licans and the papers supporting Tracy are 
endeavoring to get up a “ business scare,”’ 
declaring good government and the nation’s 
honor are threatened by the candidacy of 
Low as well as George. So far the effort 
seems to have been without much success. 


As to Bryan’s Interference. 

Whether W. J. Bryan or other Democratic 
leaders intend to interfere in the municipal 
campaign makes little difference to Henry 
George. Mr. George said today: ‘‘Astothe 
reported intention of Mr. Bryan or the Na- 
tional committee to attempt to secure my 
withdrawal in’ order that some candidate 
on whom all so-called Democrats may wnite 
might be placed in the field, I have only to 
say that it is my intention to remain in the 
field until election day. I may die before 
then, but I will not withdraw. I am as con- 
fident as ever of my election.”’

It therefore is bound to provide 
not only the machinery but the means to 
accomplish this purpose. It would be bad 
faith by direct statute or by indirect jug- 
glery to violate that promise so sacredly 
mude and s0 often repeated. The green- 
back, in fact, now forms a connecting link 
whereby this promise can be redeemed, and 
should. not be disturbed as long as this 
promise exists. So a reserye is necessary 
for the purpose, and there is ample statutory 
power to provide it, and President McKialey 
will see that it is done in the future, as it 
has been done in the past. Therefore, though 
positive legislation is impracticable now, or 
in the near future, there is ample power to 
maintain this positive promise, that all 
our currency shall remain ata parity.

Attorney Ambrose Says the Man Who

“I’ve seen both of these men box before 
and know they can do better than — 
have.

Referee ‘Bert’ Alward, after Rufus 
Sharpe, colored, and ‘‘ Bob’ Douglas, white, 
bouth of St. Louis, had gone through six easy 
rounds at the GC, A. A, professional boxing 
exhibition last night.

He Fails to Notice a Passenger Train 
ut the Center Avenue Crossing and 
Is Struck Before the Engineer Can 
Stop—Policeman Peter Brown Stops

‘A gradual but immense change has been 
wrought in French politics since the elec- 
tion of 1898. The Meline Ministry, hav- 
ing rivaled in longevity the most fortunate 
of its predecessors and exceeded all but two 
or three of them, now thinks it sees its way 
clear to permanency in office. You will re- 
gnember that when it assumed power 
eighteen months ago it did so by the revolu- 
tionary process of ignoring the fact that a 
majority in the Chamber of Deputies voted 
against it day after day. Paris has often 
gone into the streets to raise barricades on 
smallef provocation than that, but méans 
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ways latent in the country, will be Invoked 
unsparingly. The Socialist organization, 
uniess I mistake all signs, will tacitly be 
recognized as an ally of radicalism, instead 
of being held at arms’ length, as formcrly. 
-‘The battle cry will be the rescue of the re- 
public from the hostile hands of: financiers, 
mercenaries, priests, and aristocrats, who 
have combined to strangle it. 

If there were some one man whom every- 
body could vote for or against, very pussibly 
this rally of discontent might overwhelm the 
country. Instead, there are only Deputies to 
be chosen, and there, asin our élections of 
Legislatures at home, occult influences cxert 
more than their normal pressure against the 
popular impulse. How the struggle will end 
it is impossible to foretell. In the.nature of 
things it will attract less attention than the 
concurrent electoral campaign on the other 
side of the Vosges, because the spectacle 
of a people revolting against thcir Emperor 
—and such an Emperor—has dramatic va!ues 
far superior to that of a mere democracy 
trying to set itself right. But the French 
election of 1898 will be’ none the less an 
event involving grave and far-reaching con- 
sequences, 


Sectional Feuds in Germany. 

Last week thé German papers were oc- 
cupied with the demonstrations of * anti- 
Prussian feeling in the Diet of Bavaria. 
This week they discuss a similar manifesta- 
tion in the Wirtemburg Landtag. It be- 
comes clearer daily that all South Germany 
is wrong from the Prussian point of. view, 
and that a question which might be called 
one of state rights, if it were not so palpably 
one of state hatreds instead, is thrusting it- 
self to the front with violent rapidity. The 
case of Hefr Liebknecht, for example, never 
raised a hint of particularism two years ago, 
when he was originally prosecuted and con- 
victed by the Prusstan court. Now, how- 
ever, it is remembered that he was born a 
Hessian, and all non-Prussians take a deep- 
er interest in the matter on that account. 

It seems doubtful whether the Kaiser will 
suffer this old man of 72 really to go to 
prison, if only because such'a course would 
be blind stupidity, and the Kaiser is not 
stupid. Even without the martyrdom of a 
prison cell for four months, the case has 
wrought savage mischief to the prestige of 
imperial iristitutions. It was bad enough 
to have thé Prussian Judges at Breslau de- 
cide that @ public speaker was responsible 
not only for the actual words of his speech, 
but for all interpretations which his hearers 
might conceivably put on them, but it was 
infinitely worse to find the Imperial Supreme 
Court at Leipsic confirming this extraordi- 
nary dictum. This tribunal used to be re- 
spected as & truly national bulwark against 
imperial and Prussian aggressions, and, 
moreover, It deserved to be, but its Lieb- 
knecht judgment knocks that reputation in 
the head.

CECIL RHODES’ CLOSE CALL. 


Ex-Premier Loses His Way and Is In- 
jured by Hostile Natives 
in Squth Africa.

WONDERFUL AID TO SURGERY. 


Marked Success Attends an Operation 
with the Newly Discovered An- 
aesthetic Eucaine. 


St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 16.—[Special.]—An ex- 
periment with eucaine, a newly discovered 
anesthetic, at the State Hospital for the 
Insane at Jamestown, N. D., was entirely 
suécessful. Heretofore there has been no 
known method of artificially producing an 
insensibility entirely free from risks of 
death. With this latest discovery local in- 
sensibility can be produced, leaving the re- 
mainder of the body in its normal state. 
The new substance comes from Germany. 

The severest test was the amputation at 
the lower third of the right leg of a man 68 
years old without the use of chloroform or 
ether, followed by rapid and painiess heal- 
ing of the stump. The disease which neces- 
sitated the removal of the leg was the death 
of the bones of the. foot, ankle, 
and leg. As much of the eucaine 
was put into two or three tablespoonfuls 
of water as the water would dissolve, and 
with a hyperdermie syringe a few drops of

KEPT SECRET FOR YEARS. 


Followed Her and Worshiped Her 
in Silence. 


STORY IS TOLD AT LAST. 


‘> 


New York, Oct. 16.—[Special.]—The World 
has the following: Charles Dickens was in 
love with Queen Victoria, not as his sover- 
eign but as a woman. This is the story 
which comes from across the waters, and it 
is said was never known to the public 
until this year. 


Watched Her from a Distance. 

It was not long béféré Dickens used to 
wander in the afternoen about Constitution 
HIN and the western parts of the city where 
the Queen’s carriage t be expected to 
pass. And from the sight of her serene, 
girlish face and her Slender form, bolt up- 
right in thé big , he would go home, 
tantalized and racked by hopeless longing 


to cover scraps of paper with endearing 


words and tear them carefully to bits. 

Sometimés he would unbosom himself to 
one of his friends In a disjointed »hrase 
full of feeling, or would half unconsciously 
give a hint to them of his sentimental! frenzy 
by the ondéaring way in which he wouid ¢de- 
scribe the Queen as he had seen her curing 
the day. His friends kept his secret well. 
No hint of it ever reached the world during 
his life, even in after years, when he had 
outgrown his folly and had become famous 
enough for less successful men to hate. 
No one now living knows how liong he 
cherished the feeling. No one knows how 
long it survived the Queen's marriage and 
the rapid appearance of her interesting 
family. THat it deepened and strengthened 
the sympathy which made him what he was 
cannot be doubted. 

It Was in the period when his hopeless 
passion was at its height, when the popu- 
Jar young novelist was sighing like a fur- 
mace over the portrait of his Queen and 
haunting the drives of the West End, where 


The strange desire that came into his life 
was so widely impossible of fulfillment, so 
blankly ridiculous, that it never affected his 
daily life, except by making sadder and 
sweeter the peculiar strain of his genius. 
It never embittered him or reacted upon 
his family. The fancy grew upon him grad- 
ually. ‘Her pictures—the pictures of the 
slim young girl in her robes of state, whose 
youth and beauty appealed to men’s hearts, 
as her crown did to their loyalty—+were 
everywhere. When she rode abroad, the 
world, which was a far smaller world than 
now, rah to see her, to cheer, to admire, to 
bless. 

Dickens, as a nhewspaper reporter and a 
writer of popular sketches, went every- 
where, and, from a respectful English dis- 
tance, saw the notables of his time, the 
Queen among. them, play the great game of 
state. From her pictures fe grew first to 
love her, and then he sought.to be every- 
where where she could be seen. For more 


: 


her catriage might be expected to pass, that 
he was writing probably the most pathetic 
and winsome of all his creations—less fin- 
ished in its art, perhaps, than later works, 
but full of human sentiment—the story of 
Little Nell and the old curiosity shop. This 
jwas the period, also, of ** Oliver Twist ’’— 
the period when he was burning his candle 
of life at both ends, as it were, plunging into 
editorial work, writing, planning, contriv- 
ing, working as he never had worked before. 

Dickens was 26 years old when Victoria 
was crowned, and had recently been married 
April 2, 1836—to Catherine Hogarth, the 
daughter of his friend and associate in the 
management of the Morning Chronicle. 
There is no doubt whatever that his do- 
amestic life was happy from the first. It would 
be interesting to know whether Queen Vic- 
toria ever knew until the present year of 
this romantic attachment to her person of 
one of the chief writers who won fame dur- 
ing her reign.

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CRAIG DENOUNCES SOCIALISM. 


Positive Views Expressed in His Pa- 
per at Battle Creek—Edwards 
on Immoral Literature. 


Rattle Creek, Mich., Oct. 16.—The trend of 
papers and discussions at the Civic-Philan- 
thropic conference during the week has been 
quite socialistic. Today the Rev. A. E. 
Craig of Albion College read a paper on 
‘Ethics of Socialism,” in which he de- 
nounced soctalistic doctrines, and created 
something of a sensation. 

He gave a review of socialism and outlined 
socialistic teachings. He said that the eth- 
ical idea of socialism was notaloftyone. I* 
rejected religion and morals; it destroyed 
incentive and aspiration, and in practice 
would break up the home. The equality at- 
tained under that system would be a dead 
level of mediocrity. If material well being 
was assured there would be no effort. Neces- 
sity is the mother of invention. The best 
development must come through personal 
development. Socialism is the outcome of 
materialistic philosophy. 

Miss Clara Morehouse, Secretary of the 
King’s Daughters .in Chicago, gave an out- 
line of the work in that city and its pur- 
poses. 

Dr. George Hoover, superintendent of the 
Home Finding association of Chicago, ex- 
plained the good being done by that organ- 
ization. 

This afternoon the Very Rev. Dean W. 
Harris of St. Catharines, Ont., read a paper 
on ‘‘ Organized Charity.” He is a Catholic 
priest, and caused great applause by saying: 
“Weall worship one God,but bend the knee at 
different altars, and hope the time will come 
when the barriers of religious prejudice will 
be forever broken down. Every large city 
has its destitute population, consisting of 
two classes, those who will not and those 
who will work. There are also the drunkard 
and criminal classes kept at public expense. 
The task is easy to maintain the helpless 
compared with the task to maintain the idle 
and undeserving. Organized charity pre- 
vents waste, abuse, and imposture. It is 
one common field in which men of all be- 
liefs and no belief work side by side in the 
cause of humanity. It means personal in- 
vestigation in all individual cases and detec- 
tion of impostures. It is comparison and 
exchange of information in confidence. Char- 
itable people should give their money to ex- 
isting organized charities.”’ 

The Rev. Arthur Edwards, editor of the 
Northwestern Christian Advocate of Chi- 
cago, read a paper on “ The Press and Social 
Reform.” “If we have too many presses 
of the wrong kind let us provide more 
presses of the right kind,” he said. ** There is. 
such a thing as fighting fire with fire. There’ 
is an inky foe to be faced. Some products of 
the printing press recently discovered and 
seized by a committee of the Chicago Civie 
federation would make a decent man blush. 
Books, engravings, and scenes which would 
horrify Sodom are sold by the wagonload in 
and near some of the most aristocratic hotels 
and public schools. It has been difficult te 
punish the venders of this pernicious reading 
matter. I am in despair because of the im- 
possibility of convincing people of these 
facts. My doctrine is the displacement of 
bad books by good books.” .

A. Na- 
tional W. C. T. U.; Mrs. Kirk, Australia; 
Mrs. Thorniey, President Ontario W. C. T. 
U., and others will speak. 

Monday evening the school children of 
Toronto will give a great demonstration to 
show the world wide influcnce of the W. C.

Excavation. 


QSSIAN GUTHRIE'S THEORY. 


‘Unmistakable evidence of the existence of 
an ancient lake where now Chicago stands 
has been discovered in excavating for the 
new Postoffice Building. Other most inter- 
esting geological discoveries also have come 
to light, showing the wonderful changes 
that have been going on within what is now 
the city limits. Ossian Guthrie pronounces 
these revelations, which are more clearly 
proven by the new Postoffice excavations, to 
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FIRST SNAP OF WINTER. 


HEELS OF HEAT PROSTRATIONS. 


Cold Wave Comes Over the Lake from 
the Northwest Territory, Reaching 
Fifty-four Degrees Above Zero— 
Weather Prophets Say It Will Be 
Colder Today—Heavy Overcoats Ap- 
pear Upon the Streets—Twe More 
Heat Deaths Are Recorded. 


Moth balls were shaken ‘out of overcoats 
yesterday. It was a snappy first coming of 
winter and descended on Chicago with all 
the suddenness and shiftiness exercised by 
a lHghtning change artist in a vaudeville 
show. There was sunshine 'n the early 
morning hours. At 7 o’clock the thermome- 
ter stood at T1 degrees. It looked as if the 
day was to be a repetition of the prostrating 
heat of Friday, which broke all records for 
Oct. 15. But expectations were ndt realized. 

Between 9 and 10 o’clock a cold blast came 
from the lake. The blast continued to as- 
sume a more vigorous tone and the ther- 
mometer began to tell a different story. In 
one hour it dropped 10 degrees. In another 
hour: ten degrees more had been Sliced off 
and the thermometer steadily sagged until it 


struck 54 degrees at 8 o’clock last night.

be the most interesting that have come to 
his knowledge regarding the earthy founda- 
tions of this great city. 

The chronology of events leading up from 
the glacial period in the country about Chi- 
cago has been a subject which has interested 
Mr. Guthrie deeply for many years, and his 
researches have brought to light many inter- 
esting and valuable facts in connection 
therewith. 


Ossian Guthrie’s Researches. 

He has watched the excavation for the 
hew Postoffice building with especial inter- 
est, and so impressed has he been with the 
facts brought to light that he invited repre- 
sentatives of several of the morning papers 
io examine them with him yesterday after- 
noon. 

The chronology of events dating 8,000 years 
back to the time when fifty feet of Lake 
Michigan water stood over the heart of 
what is now Chicago, up to the last street 
grade established after the big fire of 1871 
was clearly defined. 

Firet below the grade of ’[1 was the grade 
of '56, established when the sewerare sys- 
tem was adopted. Just below that was a 
soft alluvial deposit which formed the nat- 
ural surface of Chicago and upon which the 
éarliest structures of the city were crected. 


Ancient Lake. 


But more interesting than these, and espe- 
clally to Mr. Guthrie, were the evidences 
of the ancient lake which once covered the 
site of Chicago between South Chicago and 
Evanston, and extending as far west at this 
point as Halsted street, and at other points 
to aigreater distance. In 1888 Mr. Guthrie 
first discovered unmistakable evidences of 
the lake. Water-worn pebbles and clam 
shells clearly define its bottom, while above 
them is a yellow alluvial deposit which came 
from the turbid waters of the North Branch. 

This lake, which followed directly after 
the disappearance of the glacial ice at this 
end of the lake, is supposed to have been 
due to the formation of a sand bar conse- 
no baa the strong north winds that pre- 
valle 


Higher than Lake Michigan. 

Its waters were twelve feet above the pres. 
ent waters of Lake Michigan, and its depth 
was from ten to twelve feet. Its eastern 
shore was where Michigan avenué now is, 
and the gentle, upward slope of the bottom 
toward that point is clearly perceptible. The 
reason why its surface was above that of 
Lake Michigan was due to the fact that its 
eastern barrier was formed while the 
waters of Lake Michigan were receding 
from the great depth existing hereabouts 
immediately after the disappearance of 
glacial ice. 
. For a period of over 200 years it remained 
distinct from Lake Mivhigan, receiving the 
waters of the North Branch, and finding an 
outlet down through the Desplaines Valley. 
The accumulating sflt from the flood waters 
of the North Branch and an ice gorge at its 
outiet are supposed to have caused it to 
have broken through its eastern sandy bar- 
rier. The channel which it eroded in its 
progress is what is now called the Chicago 
River. . 

Dense Forest Disappears. 

During the process of the lake's formation 
an adjacent forest was growing, which con- 
tained all the varieties of timber now grow- 
ing. When this forest had attained ar. age 
ofa 200 years a tornado occurrcd, ac- 
cording to Mr. Guthrie, which swept the 
trees AR the lake. As the lake filled up 
these trees were buried, and many of them

The work of completing the connecting 
link in Chicago's new water system will be 
begun within a few weeks. It will involve 
an outlay of $600,000 worth of new water 
mains, and will mark the completion of 
$4,000,000 worth of improvements in the 
city’s water plant. It will add greatly to 
the department's efficiency, both as to vol- 
ume of water and to territory covered. In 
fact, its capacity will be increased at least 
50 per cent, and about seventy square miles 
of territory will be benefited, including 
twelve square miles which has heretofore 
been obliged to depend upon artesian wells 
and cisterns for its supply. 

It will also give additional water supply 
to a strip of territory in the western edge 
of the city from eighteen to twenty miles 
long and from three to four miles wide, and 
in addition will equalize the water pressure 
throughout the entire city. 

The llowing property, now in progress 
of construction, but which will be completed 
long before the new system of mains is, will 
be utilized: ! 


Springfleld avenue pumping station, corner 
Bloomingdale road, 60,000,000 gallons water 
Capacity, $370,000. Central avenue pumping sta- 
tion, in Fillmore street, near Twelfth, 60,060, 000 
galions| water capacity, $870,000. 

New pump at Fourteenth street station, 30,000, - 
000 gallons water capacity, $90,000. New pump 
at Sixty-eighth street pumping station, 14,000,000 
gallons water capacity, $60,000. New two and one- 
half mile crib at the foot of Oak street, with two 
and one-half miles of ten-foot inland tunnel] and 
eight and one-half milés of eight-foot inland tun- 
nel, $2,000,000. 

Add to this the $600,000 cost of the water 
pipe and $400,000 expense of laying it, and 
the total improvemegt that Chicago will 
reap the benefit from when the mains are 
lai? will foot up a cash investment of $3,- 
890,000, Where the city’s maximum water 
capacity is now 320,000,000 gallons dally, it 
will then be 484,000,000 gallons daily.

EDITORIAL REPLY TO TANNER. 


The Chicago Journal Discusses Gov- 
ernor’s Statement That Certain Lo- 
cal Papers Are Purchasable. 


Under the caption of “ Tanner and the 
Newspapers” the Chicago Journal last 
evening printed the following editorial: 

“Poor Tanner. Heis haunted. He imag- 
ines he is.the emblem of virtue and that 
there is a combination of newspapers in Chi- 
cago for the express purpose of assailing his 
immaculate reputation.

MAN IS KILLED IN A CHURCH. 


Old Feud Breaks Out as the Congrega- 
tion Is Leaving and Shoot- 
ing Follows.

Reply of a Man Who Wholly Misses 


the Point of the Question and Mere- 
ly Abuses Some Rich Men and Cor- 
porations. 


Ill fares the land, to hastening ilis a prey 
Where wealth accumulates and men decay. 


ON THE RELATIONS OF CAPITALISTS TO SOCIETY. 

The lengthy editorial in last Sunday's 
TRIBUNE on this subject hag attracted con- 
siderable attention and deserves comment. 
Will you allow me some space for remarks 
by one who is neither a demagogue nor &@ 
walking delegate, but a business-man of 
seme thirty oats’ experience, in contact 
with both the classes named; one who is one 
of the great. middle class which is becom- 
ing more and more pulverized between the 
upper millstone of individual capitalism and 
the nether milistone of aggregated capital- 
ism in the shape of trusts, a condition which 
bids fair to leave the field to the only two 
classes who can really enjoy life—viz.: The 
extremely rich and those who have nothing. 

You start out with a quotation from Lyman 
J. Gage’s address at Peoria and his conclu- 
sions which favor capitalists. Of course Mr. 
Gage favors capitalists. ‘Why should he not? 
His training and affiliations have largely 
been with capitalists; although to his credit 
be it said that he is not a capitalist, using the 
term in its present sense and acceptation; 
he is only reasonably wealthy, and deserves 
to be. This is true of a number of our 
greatest statesmen, Judges, and a few busi- 
ness-men. 

You state that the wealth created by them 
inures largely to the people. Allow me to 
say that it is neither the intention nor desire 
of the capitalist that this should be so; it 
is because he cannot help it. You may be 
sure he would prevent it if he could. 

It is the avarice of the capitalist that 
makes him detestable to the people and 
causes the distrust and hate with which so 
many view the millionaires and men of large 
wealth. 

Some of the coal barons of Pennsylvania 
are forty times a millionaire, but instead 
of being satisfied they are daily practicing 
the grossest extortion upon the people of 
America. Carnegie is worth untold millions, 
yet his avarice prompts him to defraud the 
American people out of large sums on armor 
plate contracts. Is he not continually com- 
bining ‘with other capitalists to contro] the 
iron interests of this country and thus prac- 
tice further extortions on our people? 
Scores of parallel cases could be cited. You 
know of them, and the people know of them 
all too well. 

What abogt wealthy corporations and in- 
dividuals in Chicago who, although worth 
millions of capital, stoop to the theft of 
water from the city, thus raising rates on the 
poor. The rich tax-dodger comes under the 
same head, with the same result. 

You will doubtless argue that all capitalists 
are not rascals, but I.have not yet met a 
capitalist who will not strain legal and moral 
law to save a dollar or add to his hoard. 
Honesty is at a discount in Chicago. The 
capitalist. and banker cares nothing for a 
man’s moral record; he prefers to deal with 
a known rascal, provided he has the col- 
lateral. What I mean is, that an honest man 
cannot borrow a dollar of a trust company 
in Chicago unless he is provided with col- 
latérakof two to one; in case he is so pro- 
vided the smooth banker considers he is 
rendering a favor—a favor, forsooth. Does 
the pawnbroker do a man a favor when he 
loans him half the value of his watch? It 
has not occurred to me that he does. 

You say it would have been impossible-for 
Chicago to have grown to a city of 2,000,000 
without the agsistance of large capitalists. 
What about Tokio, Japan, which is nearly 
as large, whose people have heretofore been 
self-supporting and generally own their 
homes; although present combinations of 
capital there tend to change those happy 
conditions? You will claim that the Japanese 
earn but little wages; they do, but their 
wants are suppliéd in as fair proportion, and 
I’ would say better, than those of our work- 
ing people—that is: the laboring class. 

Do you know that laborers earn 50 cents 
a day in Holland, Mich., and that.the com- 
bined wages of a family of nine are $65 per 
month in that town? This is true of other 
places, as South Bend, Ind.; Akron, O.; 
Grand Rapids, Mich.; and many . others. 
Why do manufacturing concerns of the 
greatest magnitude locate in such towns? 
It is to avail themselves of these conditions, 
removed from the influence of labor unions. 
These concerns, managed by large capitalists 
and trusts, are thus enabled tu declare large 
dividends on watered stock from the sweat 
and toil of the poor, enabling their stock- 
holders to dwell in palaces and rollin luxury 
from pauper labor. 

Wages of 75 cents to $1 per day are paid 
in many of the factories of Chicago. Tur 
TRIBUNE can locate them if it will. I have 
seen laborers in Chicago make a meal of a 
head of raw cabbage washed down with 
water within the last few days. These were 
Italian laborers, it is true, but human beings 
nevertheless. 

But to get back to society, and it must be 
presumed that the middle class constitutes 
society. Do you know that a man pays 
tribute to more than a score of trusts every 
day between the time he rises in the morning 
and retires at night? It is getting to be so 
that he has no choice. Combinations are 
formed in almost every article of his daily 
needs. Competition is absolutely cut off and 
the consumer has nothing to do but part 
with his earnings at the behést of these 
capitalists. These conditions alone will 
eventually disrupt our republic. Let the 
capitalists look té it before too late. 

Another word for the bankers befcre clos- 
ing. It is the ambition of banks to show 
large accumulated surplus. This surplus 
is earned from a comparatively small 
capital (as compared with deposits), aad 
from the use of moneys of depositors. With 
great liberality depositors are allowed 3 to 
4 per cent on time deposits, while 20 per cent 
or thereabouts ts credited to surplug and dis- 
bursed as stock dividends. I maintain that 
the depositors should share in these carn- 
ings as well as the stockholders. These 
profits do not include stock and business 
manipulations made by the bankers on the 
money of depositors, with which they can 
turn “‘sharp corners” and reap personal 
profits. ‘Nor do they ‘include property fore- 
closed by trust companies. What becemes 
of such properties? It is the depositors’ 
money that is loaned on same, yet these 
properties never appear among the assets 
of the bank in annual statements. No, it 
“en easy to turn it over to the owner 

@ trust fund and divert it to personal uses. 

The truth is ‘that these capital'sis get rich 
too fast, and it must be conceded that their 
profits are made from the poorer classes. 

‘You finally'say in your article that what is 
needed is careful, truthful information in 
regard to the cause of prosperity and pov- 
erty. I claim that the chief causes of pros- 
périty (to the few) and poverty (to the many) 
— set — oa article. 

7 Ou Will probably refuse to produ 

article; you will probably say the re ~ 
disgruntled and dissatisfied, but such is not 
the case. After thirty years of labor he has 
accumulated property that five years ago 
was rated as worth $20,000—the depression 
of the last five years has cut this value about

/COLLYER PREDICTS UNITY 


“BLACKSMITH PREACHER” FORE- 
TELLS END OF CREED QUARRELS. 


Famous New York Unitarian Recalls 
Mis Residemce in. Chicago, Com- 
mencing Forty Years Ago—Revival 
ef Vital Religion Coming, He Says— 
Seth Low Will Be Mayor of Greater 
NeW York-Expresses Disapprovral 
ef Caban and Hawaiian Annexation 


The Rev. Dr. Robert Collyer, pastor of the 
Church of the Messiah, in New York, will 
preach this morning from his old pulpit 
in the Unity Church in Dearborn avenue. 
Dr. Collyer is visiting his daughter, Mrs. 
Emma C. Hosmer, 483 Fullerton avenue, 
and expects to remain in Chicago for the 
next three or four weeks. The famous 
preacher is in the best of health and spirits, 
and declares that he feels as young today as 
he did half a century ago. For more than 
twenty years before 1879 Dr. Collyer occu- 
pied the pulpit of what is now known as the 
Unity Unitarian Church, and, although he 
has for eighteen years occupied a Brook!yn 
pulpit, Dr. Collyer still claims Chicago as 
his home city, and the churchmen of the 
West still consider him one of them. 

Although he is a “ liberal churchman,” 
Dr. Collyer has always been warmly re- 
ceived among orthodox ministers, and his 
sermons, with one or two exceptions, during 
the last thirty years have not been attacked 
from the orthodox pulpits. As the “ black- 
smith preacher’ Dr. Collyer is known 
throughout the world. 


Liberal Ideas Gain Strength. 

“In my opinion,”’ said Dr. Collygr, “ the 
next twenty-five years will witness the 
greatest revival of vital religion the world 
has ever seen. Orthodoxy and the so-called 
‘liberal church’ will come closer together, 
and the result will be of lasting benefit to 
the cause of Christianity. I am very giad, 
indeed, to be once more in Chicago. It seems 
like coming home after a long absence. Chi- 
cago is indeed a fine city. Its growth is 
wonderful, and as I look at the great mod- 
ern city from my window I can hardly re- 
alize that it bears the same name as the lit- 
tle town to which I came forty years or 
more ago.”’ 

Dr. Collyer is particularly interested in the 
New York City campaign and said he be- 
lieved Mr. Low would be elected. 

“Tho best element of Greater New York 
is anxious to see either Mr. Low or General 
Tracy elected,”’ said he. “ Tammany is 
doomed. Tammany stands for all thut is 
base and disreputable in city government, 
and the people of New York and Brooklyn 
will defeat its candidates at the polls. My 
first choice is Mr. Low, and I confidently 
believe that he will be elected. 

**General Tracy, the Republican candi- 
date, is an excellent gentleman and would 
make a very good Mayor. Henry George is 
anti-Tammany and as such deserves some 
credit. I believe Mr. George would make 
an honest and efficient Mayor, but his fol- 
lowing, I fear, is far too small to seriously 
injure even the chances of Tammany. All 
in all, lam of the opinion that Mr. Low is the 
ideal candidate and unless I have misjudged 
the temper of the voters of New York he wil 
be elected by a large majority.” 

Speaking of Cuba, Dr. Collyer stated that 
he was an ardent advocate of the freedom 
of the beleaguered island, but added that he 
did not believe that the island should be 
annexed, nor did he believe that the annexa- 
tion of Hawaii would be a wise move on the 
part of the United States. 

** Let these countries work out their own 
salvation,’’ said he, ** and possibly in years 
to come they will prove themselves worthy 
of becoming members of our brotherhood of 
States. Until then let the United States 
stand as a big brother, guarding them from 
injustice, and encouraging them by loity 
example to higher things. 


Regrets Creed Controversies. 


“TI understand that the so-called liberal 
ministers and the orthodox ministers are in- 
duiging in a controversy over creeds just 
now,’ continued the aged minister. ‘* It 
is indeed unfortunate that the hairs should 
be split over such a subject. Orthodoxy is 
becoming broader, perhaps even at the ex- 
pense of orthodoxy itself, but both churches 
are working to the same end, the glory of 
God and the salvation of man. 

“The orthodoxy of twenty years ugo is 
vastly different from the orthodoxy of today, 
and each day the belief in eternal damna- 
tion and everlasting fire is becoming less.

The re- 
turn for this modest fee.is as follows: When 
a man becomes too sick to work his wuges 
are stopped until he recovers, and in addi- 
tion he is bound to. pay 60 cents a day for 
board during that time. 

By the contract the power cf-the sup¢rin- 
tendent is absolute. It ig expressly stated 
that any man may be adjudged incompetent 
by him at any time, ia which event all wages 
due revert to the company. As not one

Men Herded Like Cattle. 


The company treats its workitien with far 
less humanity than would be accorded to 
animals. Let us suppose that a shipload 
of them is imported. They are taken ashore 
in filthy scows which are used for trans- 
porting phosphate and reach the mainland 
by climbing a rope laddder,\swuhg over the 
cliff from a boom. On the’ lower flat.” or 
plateau, they find.the settlement. There 
are comfortable looking houses for the offi- 
cers, and off.in the distance certain buiid- 
ings that look like cattle sheds and are ten 
times worse. 

The men, having received a ‘month's 
wages in advance, less 25 per cent retained 
by the agent, have perhaps a dollar or two 
in their pockets. They soon lose this. Bed- 
ding must be bought, and there is only one 
place to buy it—the company’s store. A 
dog would get a trough to drink from. These 
men must buy their jugs, If they have any 
desire for cleanliness, as some of them 
have at first, they must buy soapand towels 
and buckets. That first mght they are in- 
troduced to the “ lodging ’”’ provided by the 
company. 

It is a low wooden building, with sidcs of 
latticework, little more than a shed. Thege 


are 350 bunks, arranged in three tiers, and 
filthy beyond words. No.attemptis made to 
oversee the sanitary arrangements, and 
the place is simply a reeking hole, alive with 
vermin and foul with the use of years. Men 
who start with tendencies of human clean- 
liness end by sinking to habits that no beast 
would own. ‘The,bedding in, a short time 
turns black with usage, and thus it remains, 
except as it becomes more foul. 


Vile and Insuflicient Food. 

The new men wake in tbe morning after 
their ‘arrival aghast .at their hideous sur- 
roundings. « A‘ big ‘bell: rings: at-5 o’clock 
and they tumble’from 'théir vilé bunks to 
prepare for breakfast. The unspeakable 
horror of the place sickens them and they 
wish to go’ home. : Of course, ‘that’ is im- 
possible. .They are prisoners as surely as 
though they were behind bars, slaves as 
much as the shackled wretches of old slave- 
ship days. And already they are in the 
company’s debt. 

But as they stare about in stupid Sempati 
the bell rings for breakfast and they hurry 
off to the eating shed... Here they receive 
a tin pan with two slices of dry bread, one- 
half a salt herring, and a pint of what is 
known as “bootleg” coffee. It is made 
from burnt wheat and rye and tastes like 
an infusion of sawdust and leather. Milk, 
butter, and sugar are unknown. They 
force down this unpalatable “meal,” and 
at 6 o'clock go to work. 

The district being worked may be a mile 
distant. On those whose wotk is to re- 
move the deposit the eompany’s rules im- 
pose a task. This is to fill three boxés with 
phosphate during the day. Each box hoids 
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two tons. Six tons must bé taken out each 
day, and woe to the unlgcky slave who 
fails—he must work overtime until he has 
finished. Armed overseers stand around 
the ‘gangs and keep note ‘of each man's 
work, No excuse is accepted for non-ful- 
fillment of the task. A man may drop 
throhgh sickness or exhaastion, but the 
boxes must be filled. If nt, there is the 
jail or the hospital, and in either case loss 
of wages and enforced payment for board 
during idleness. 3 
The morning’s work is over at khalf-past 
11 o'clock, and the men march back to 
“dinner.” The fare consists of dry bread, 
salt ‘beef, and beans. Sometimes saticr- 
kraut takes the place of the‘beans, and cod- 
fish is substituted for the/meat:’ Provis- 
ions are imported once in‘ three: months, 


and in a tropical climate the staff in a week 


is unfit to beeaten. I have s¢en food served 
to the men that drove mé from tlie énting 
shed with nausea, Soon after beingopencd 
it becomes tainted, then raniid, then almost 
rotten, and the poor wretches must eat it 
or ‘starve, or else buy other food. This 


course is open so long as they hare credit 


at the store, 

The men return to work 01 ook 
remain until -half-past 4.

dinner, Their time is their own until 10 
o'clock, when the bell rings and all must'go

* When a man is ill we take the best care 
of him in our hospital. We suspend his 
wages—as every company does—and 
charge him only 30 cents a day for food. 

“We regret very much that the United 
States government has not appointed an 
official representative at the island; we have 
asked for one.again and again. It would 
do much to relieve us of the odium of such 
charges as Dr, Woodward makes. As the 
maritime law is, by act of Congress, the 
law prevailing in Navassa, the superintend- 
ent is practically Governor, and his an- 
thority corresponds with that of a Capiain 
on board ship on the high seas. This was 
elearly. established at the trial of the rioters 
of 1889. We would much prefer to have a 
disinterested arbiter of disputes in the per- 
son of a United States Commissioner. 

“ Discipline, however, must be main- 
tained, and the laborers who ship witb us 
are, as a rule, of that class which requires 
a strong hand over them. Many of them 
are lazy and shiftiess and dv not want to 
work at all. Hence it is at times necessary 
| to enforce the terms of their Cuntract by 
punishment. This punishment is never 
cruel or inhuman. No officer is allowed to 
use violence toward any laborer unless in 
self-defense. If a man is hearty and re- 
fuses to work he is confined in the jail until 
he im willing to resume his labors. ‘This 
punishment is absolutely Mecessary. If we 
should allow one such man to have his way 
it would not be long before all would refuse 
to work. I havye’no apologies to make for 
this course. ‘The clause giving us the right 
to forfeit a man’s wages in case of inca-

Fortifies Dr. Woodward’s Credibility. 

Dr. P. A. Panetti, with whom Dr. Wood- 
ward resides and practices at 1243 North 
Broadway, Baltimore, was the latter’s in- 
structor in chemistry at the Maryland Uni- 
versity Medical School, Dr. Panetti was 
seen before the foregoing interview was 
had with Dr. Woodward and without the 
latter’s. knowledge. When Dr. Panetti 
was asked if Dr. Woodward was in any 
degree addicted to the use of morphine or 
like drugs. he seemed greatly surprised.

Moerderous Mutiny of 1889 in Na-

Presently a negro named Welsh came 
from the diggings with thirty dynamite 
cartridges, several of which were exploded 
to terrify the besieged whites, who dared 
make no-resistance in the face of such 
odds. 

After an hour or two some of the white 
men appeared and surrendered their arms 
to the mob. Six still held out. Another 
dynamite cartridge was exploded. The 
white men within the house rushed through 
the back door. Shea, the dockmaster, was 
driven to the rocks, knocked down, and 
thrown into the ocean. Foster, the book- 
keeper, was struck with a stone and hacked 
with # hatchet so that he died in the night, 
while Fales, the boatbuilder, was killed 
with a broadax.

By this time the infuriated mob seemed 
to have had a-surfeit of blood. Later in 
the day the thirst seized upon them again 
and another attack was made on the 


The first news of this aw 
reached the. outer world from Jamaica, 
where it was brought by an Bnglish brig 
laden with phosphate from Navassa. The 
English gunboat Forward, then at Kings- 
ton, stenmed at once for the scene and pro- 
tected the surviving whites antil the Amer- 
icin man-of-war Galena, with Admiral 
Gherardi on board, reached Navassa on 
Oct. 4. The rioters were brought to Bal- 
timore, and there prosecuted by the then 
United States District Attorney, Thomas. 
G. Hayes. 

After, the conviction an appeal was taken 
to the Supreme Court on the question of 
jurisdiction. It was dismissed, and an ap- 
peal to President Harrisoh for clemency 
having been rejected the law was allowed 
to take its course. The three negroes sen- 
tenced to death, Key, Smith, and Jones, 
were executed on March 28, 1890, at the

FEDERAL JUDGES NEEDED. 


Officials at Washington Say Usited 
States Court Should Occasion- 
ally Be Held on Navassa. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 16.—[Special. ]— 
No recent complaint of ill-treatment: by 
workmen employed by the Navassa Phos- 
phate company is on file either at the De- 
partment of Justice or at the State depart- 
ment, but even if such complaint were made 
to either of these departments its course 
would simply be to refer the paper to a 
United States court for action. 

“ Congress is responsible,” said a State 
department official today, “ for permitting 
such a state of affairs to exist as that de- 
scribed in Taz Trisune. It should pass a 
law authorizing a United States Judge to 
visit the island and there administer jus- 
tice. Under the laws now on the statute 
hooks the complainant has to bring the 
ter to the attention of a United States 
court and it is required to investigate and 
prosecute the guilty party.” 

Discovered by Peter Duncan. 

The history of Navassa Island, which is 
three miles long and two and a half wide, 
begins with its discovery by Peter Duncan 
in 1856. In accordance with an act of Con- 
gress passed on Aug. 18, 1856, Duncan filed 
a memorial in the Department of State, set- 
ting forth the details of hisdiscovery. 

Satisfied with the evidence presented, 
Secretary of State Cass issued a proclama- 
tion recognizing Duncan’s rights and the 
rights of his assignee, Edward K. Cooper 
of Baltimore, who disposed of the island 
to the Navassa Phosphate company of New 
York. 

State department officials say that the 
decision of the Supreme Court in the case 
of the rioters of 1889 shows that the crim- 
inal jurisdiction of the island rests with the 


United States.

Tus Txis- 
UNE question went to the point whether 
it would better society to get rid of cap- 
_italists as a class. 

The ouestion then discussed was not 
whether certain individual capitalists and 
specific corporations should be punished 
and stripped of their possessions—-by rea- 
sons of their extortions in acquiring their 
wealth—but whether the capitalist class as 
& whole should be wiped out, and would 
that course promote the public good and 
prosperity of society? Would it better 
the condition of the millions of farmers’ 
families and the millions ef city wage 
earners? 

The critics of Tum TRIBUNE have not en- 


merely clamor wildly for the abolition of 
the capitalist class, giving no valid or sensi- 


tion has not béen successfully answered in 
the affirmative by anybody. 

Capitalists exist because capital exists. 
And without the powerful and essential 
help of capital what would be the condition 
of labor? The labor army would be as 
effective as an army of soldiers armed only 
with clubs, pikes, or bows and arrows called 
on to fight against soldicrs armed with 
modern weaponts. Even if the labor army in 
this country had the limited amcunt of as- 
sistance which capital was able to give it as 
lately as 1830 that army would fare badly 
in a modern industrial batt!e. 

A’ workman who has not the help of cap- 
ital is a weak, impotent cripple, uo matter 
how industrious, economical, and temperate 
he may be. The most that he possibly can 
do is to-earn a bare, scanty subsistence. 
He leaves the world as poor as he was when 
he came into it, 

The condition of labor and its chances of 
improvement have bettered immensely dur- 
ing the last sixty years, where spendthrift 
and dissipated habits have not prevented 
getting on in the world. This improvement 
must be traced directly to the large use of 
capital in the industries and of the labor- 
saving machines brought forth by the cun- 
ning brain of invention set at work creat- 
ing wealth by new methods. 

Those discoveries of inyentors could not 
have been utilized for the benefit of labor 
but for the capitalist with his surplus 
money who had to develop those discov- 
eries and make them available, which in 
some cases absorbed millions of dollars to 
do it. 

If the people of a country grow wealthier 
year by year—that is, to have more com- 
modities to consume or use and the means 
to improve their homes and lands—it is be- 
cause they have been making annually 
more wealth than they consume. They 
have produced a surplus, which is added to 
the previously existing stock of wealth. 
The greater the number of new-labor-sav- 
ing devices and the more extensive their 
use the larger the.annual surplus of newly 
produced wealth will be. 

Look at China, where modern inventions 
are scorned and avoided and capital to help 
or employ labor is almost unknown. The 
people co everything just as their ancestors 
did. They had neither machines nor capital- 
ists. Not one plutocrat ameng 11)0,000 of 
them except the officeholders. What is the 
result as seen in the wide, populous Empire 
of China? Perhaps 99 per cent of the pop- 
ulation are industrious, fruga] to parsimo- 


| ny, temperate, and saving to a degree which 


Americans cannot imitate and can hardly 
imagine, 

Yet the Chinese are miserably poor. They 
have a.vast and fertile territory. It is equal 
in climate, agricultural resources, and un- 
developed mineral wealth to that of the

its 300 millions of occupants? With a few 
exceptions all,are wretchedly housed, mis- 
erably clad,.suffering intensely in winter, 
living in squalor at the verge of sturvation.

GOV. TANNER AND THE EXTRA SESSION. 

In a repert of an interview with Governor 
Tanner during his 1ecent visit to this city, 
as published by an evening paper, appears 
the following: 

The trust newspapers of Chicago . - filled 
their columns last winter with vituperation and 
abuse of the men elected by the people to the 
Legislature. A special session simply would be 
calling these same people, whom the newspaper 
trust called boodlers, back to Springfield to von- 

sider the same questions as were before them last 


winter. 
I realize as much as the average man the neces- 


sity for revenue tegisiation.

anything that would suit the newspaper trust of 
Chicago, the Civic federation, and the so-called 
reformers would not be accepted by the State at 


large. 
Nobody suspects about one-third of the 


Senators and Representatives in the last 
General Assembly of boodling on the Allen 
bill. To commence with, then, there would 
be 33 per cent who would not be influenced 
by any such motive as Governor Tanner 
imputes to the majority, and whe could be 
relied upon to take up and pass a suitable 
revenue bill. 

If, however, the other two-thirds—or a 
large majority of them—should refuse to 
pass such necessary measure (for the rea- 
sons which Govtrnor Tanner urges) it 
would be regarded all over the State asa 
confession of guilt in accepting or demund- 
ing bribes for passing the AlJen bill, there- 
by robbing the corporation and people of 
Chicago for the benefit of the traction 
roads, and that, now being full of malice, 
they still persisted in their attempts to 
harm the city they had previously wronged. 
Only the most shameless and hardened 
class of boodlers could act in this fashion. 

On the other hand, the members who 
voted for the Humphrey and Allen bills 
cannot fail to see if they should turn in and 
pass a good common-sense and proper reve- 
nue law, the effect will tend to improve 
their reputation and standing, and remove 
the smirch they haye put upon themselves 
by their last spring’s action.

In assuming that the Legislature cannot 
now be relied upon to pass a nfasure which 
it was ready to pass six months ago and 
which he now confesses to be a “ necessity,”

There sould be many more taxpayers 
thas there are if so much money was not 
spent-by wage-workers in supporting be- 
tween six and seven thousand saloons. The, 
sums squandered in them, if put into houses 
and lots, would have made taxpayers out 
of thousands who have refused deliberately 
to save anything, and who talk of those 
who have saved as if théy have been guilty 


of somé offense for which they should be 


punished. 

Of the people who vote rather less than 
one-half pay taxes. In wards like the First, 
which’ cast 7,700 votes last year, there are 
very few taxpayers. Those who own the 
property, real or personal, which it con- 
tains live in other wards. ‘To the fact that 
there are’so few taxpayers in the First may 
be ascribed in good part the progressive de- 
generacy in the quality of the Aldermen 
sent by its voters to the Council. 

Chicago cast last fall over 350,000 votes. 
It would be interesting to know how many 
of them could have voted if they had been 
required to show some kind of a tax receipt. 
The proportion of those who could have 
produced: such receipts must have been 
much ‘smaller than it was when the city 
was far less populous. A smal] country 
village will have a larger percentage of tax- 
payers among its voters than a great city. 

If the letter of the law were adhered to 
the number of Chicago taxpayers would be 
far greater than it is. But the Assessors 
are very careful not to live up to the law. 
The hotisehold goods and chattels of “ the 
poor,” though assessable are never as- 
sessed: . Thatis one way in which Assessors 
gain popularity and get re@lected. Hence 
the smaller number of personal poperty 
assessments in a city which bas so many 
householders, 

Ordinarily those who pay no taxes are 
much more indifferent as to the kind of 
men elected to impose taxes than are those 
men who have to pay those taxes. ‘ihe 
former do not care whether the man who is 
elected Assessor is a knave or an honest 
man. They think they will fare as well in 
one case ag in another. They do not care 
whether good or bad Aldermen are elected, 
because they do not have property inter- 


ests which can be affected by anything the 


Aldermen may do. 

What is worse than that, they show*by 
their votes that they prefer boodlers to 
honest men.. They reélect enthusiastically 
an Alderman who has made it plain that he 
is a bribe-taker. They defeat the Alder- 
man-who has made a good record and puta 
thief in his place, These voters seem to 
have a natural liking for corrupt men. 

Last spring the voters of the Town of 
South Chicago elected an Assessor nanied 
Gunning. If a majority of the voters had 
been taxpayers it is difficult to believe they 
would have chosen such a man to fill such 
a position. They must have been very 
stupid or ignorant to do so. 

Those voters who do not pay taxes are 
interested directly, if they only knew it, in 
the election of decent Assessors, honest 
Aldermen, and good officers of all kinds. 
Too many of those voters and the dema- 
gogues who have influence over them look 
on the taxpayers as persons out of ghom 
every’ vent possible should be squeezed. 
Hence the increasing inability to elect good 
municipal officers. 

The day when some kind of a property 
qualification was required in order to vote 
has gone, never to return. The ballots of 
those who contribute nothing directly to 
the révenues count for as much as the bal- 
lots of those who contribute something, and 
the proportionate number of those ballots 
will increase. 

Therefore evérything possible should be 
done to teach the voters who do not pay 
taxes that good government is as much for 
their advantage as it is for that of all 
others, and that those demagogues who tell 
them they ought to look on property-owners 
in the light of milch cows are teaching 
them a doctrine which it is not to their in- 


terest to practice. 


THE FORT SHERIDAN SCANDAL. 

After reading the report of the treatment 
of Private Hammond at Fort Sheridan 
made by Captain Richards, who was de- 
tailed by General Brooke to make the in- 
vestigation, the Secretary of War told the 
Washington correspondent of this paper 
that it fully sustained every charge of 
ernelty made by Tue Trisune. Notwith- 
standing this, it now appears that there is 
a hitch in the matter of convening a court-, 
martial for the trial of the offender, Captain 
Lovering. Ordinarily the detail of the 
court-martial would be made by General 
Brooke, comman@ing the department, but 
upon this occasion it is stated that the de- 
tail will be made by the Secretary of War, 
upon the advice of General Miles and the 
Adjutant General of the army. 

It is intimated that as the outcome of this 
detail Captain Lovering will be tried by a 
court of his fellow-officers. It follows al- 
most as a matter of course that Captain 
Lovering will receive only the light sen- 
tetice of a reprimand, and that he will con- 
tihue in his position virtually unpunished, 
unless the President and Secretary of War 
interfere and set aside the findings of the 
court. It is also stated in Washington dis- 
patches that members of the army circle 
in that city are inelined to lean towards 


_Lovering’s side of the case. They say he 


acted indisereetly and. probably lost his 
temper when he needed all the forbearance 
possible. They do not think he should be 
dismissed for such conduct as is charged 
against him, but they would favor a white- 
washing sort of finding, even if it should 
assume the shape of a reprimand. 

It is evident from all this that a con- 
certed effort is being made to save Lovering 
from just ptnishment for his brutal con- 
duct and let him off with only a reprimand, 
which, under the circumstances, would be 
tantamount to an acquittal. Rather than | 
fail thus willfully and designedly to punish 
the brutality and wrong done to a private 
soldier—a failure which could not but tend 
to undermine discipline—it were better for 
Congress .to abolish the present regular 
army, discharge al) the West-Pointers, and 
reorganize a new force of regulars. The 
Secretary of War and the General of the

duct as that of Lovering. Neither will it 
tolerate its palliation and non-pynishment 
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‘soldiers by. thet officers shonld be fully n~ and landed: 


vestigated ahd that those guilty of “ con- 
duct unbecoming. an officer and a gentle- 
man” should be punished, and there is no 
better case to begin with than that of Lov- 
‘ering. The charges against him were made 
originally by Tus Curcaco Trisune. 
These charges were investigated by a mem- 
ber of General Brooke’s staff and report 
was made to the Secretary of War. The 
latter says ‘Tur Trisune was justified in 
making these charges. That being the 
case, it would be a mockery and a farce to 
allow Captain Loveéring to be tried by a jury 
of his friends aad to escape with only a 
réprimand. If the court should bring in 
such a verdict the people will look to the 
President and Secretary of War promptly 
to set it aside and order a rehearing by an 
unprejudiced court. It is time, moreover, 
that the entire administration of Fort Sher- 
idan should. be inyestigated.. The. Lover- 
ing scandal is not the only one which has 
occurred there. From the time the fort was 
established there has been trouble. It is 
time for these scandals to end and for disci- 
pline to be restored. This cannot be done 
by whitewashing offenders.

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BEET SUGAR AND KANKAKEE 

The project described Pict erg at con- 
siderable length in this morning’s Trrsune 
‘for the drainage of the marshes along the 
Kankakee River in northwestern Indiana 
wil] attract widespread attention; eapecial- 
ly in view of the proposed utiliz&@ion of the 
reclaimed lands in connection with a new 
industry now éxciting much interest. 

The lands referred to embrace some 500,- 
000 acres situgted in the Counties of St. 
Joseph, Porter, La Porte, Starke, Lake, 
and Newton. The Kankakee River winds 
through this region for a distance of 240 
miles in meking 100 miles in a straight line. 
Owing to their liability to overflow they 
have been practically valueless for agricul- 
tural purposes.. The project for their rec- 
lamation contemplates the construction of 
a levee on both sides of the river toa height 
of ten feet, leaving a channel! half aimile in 
width. This, it is believed, will be ample 
to carry off the largest volume of ‘water 
without overflow. It is also proposed to 
provide means for irrigation from the river 
when the season demands it. The aggre- 
gate cost of the proposed improvement is 
estimated at $1,000.000, or at the rate of 
$2 per acre—a; smail sum when the in- 
creased value of the reclaimed lands is tak- 
en into consideration. 

Experiments already made durjng the 
present year, it is claimed, prove the Soil of 
these marsh lands (consisting of muck and 
sand) peculiarly well adapted to the growth 
of sugar beets af a superior quality. The 
tests alluded to’ have shown a saccharine 
product ranging from 11 to nearly 17 per 
cent. This high average is taken as evi- 
dence that the lands can be most profitably 
employed in this industry. 

The proximity of these lands to Chicago 
and the fact that their utilization in the 
manner proposed will have the effect to 
build up a new industry at our very doors, 
and which will have its headquarters here; 
give to the enterprise a local character. 
The river being confined within narrower 
limits will be rendered navigable for small 
boats, which will be required toe transport 
| the product of factories, which will have 
to be erected within the district. The 
amount of raw product the lands are capa- 
ble of furnishing has been estimated at half 
a million tons per year, worth $60 per ton, 
or a total of 30 million dollars. The enter- 
prise will furnish employment to thousands 
of people, a large proportion of whom will

JOLIET AND THE DRAINAGE CANAL. 

The Sanitary Drainage board has evi- 
dently resolved upon the proper policy to 
be pursued in securing a passage through 
Joliet for the drainage canal. While it has 
been possible for that city to secure im- 
portant advantages from the creation of 
water power by the construction of the 
canal, its people have all along manifested 
a most bitter hostility to the euterprise. 
The engineers of the Sanitary Drainage 
board are now at work on plans which will 
enable Joliet people to ttilize the water 
flowing through the canal] for manufactur- 
ing purposes if they choose. and these it is 
proposed to submit to the Joliet City Coun- 
cil for its guidance and. instruction in the 
forming and enactment of needed ordi- 
nances on the subject. 

Should the Joliet City Council persist in 
its hostile attitude, and the sandbagging 
process of some of its citizens be continued, 
the representatives of the hoard pow assert 
that they will abandon the project of cre- 
ating a water power altogether, giving the 
discharge waters of the canal a free flow 
through the city. This will give the people 
of the penitentiary town an opportunity to 
make their own arrangements for the use 
of the canal waters if they chvose to do so, 
but whether it will be more profitable than 
the plans contemplated by the Drainage 
board is very doubtful. 

The dog in the manger policy pursued by 
the Joliet people towards the canal, by 
which they Will be benefited as well as Chi- 
cago, has about exhausted the patience of 
the board. If it shall continue the board 
will be justified if pursuing the course new 
contemplated, It will thus -save millions 
of money and much precious time in cum- 
pleting the canal. Under such cireum- 
stances it will be its duty to let the water 
have its way through the tcewn in the chan- 
nels nature has provided fer it. 

NEW ORLEANS’ QUEER DIVERSION. 

With its citizens stricken and dying of 
yellow fever, New Orleans had the heart to 
watch two thugs pound each other to the 
death last week.

WILL THE METHODIST LAYMEN WIN? 
There seems to be but one answer to the 
above question—yes, but it is not. a certain- 
ty. The recent Rock River Conference not 
only granted the request of the laymen to 
submit again to the votes of the ministers 
of all the conferences a proposition &u to 
amend the laws of the church as to admit 
of an eyual number of lay and ministenal 
delegates in the General Conference, but it 
pledged itself to vote for and assist in se- 
curing such equal representation.: Nearly 
all the Bishops favor the reform; only one 
has pronounced against it, and another’ is 
“satisfied to have the matter continue as 
it is.” Leading officials, secretaries, edit- 
ors, and representative pastors tave also 
pronounced themselves in its favor. 

The movement has also been introduced 
most favorably to the church atlarge. The 
laymen's convention recently heid ‘at iIn- 
dianapolis, through the unwise utterances 
of several spéakers, aroused much antag- 
onism. The Rock River Conferenée fay- 
men adupted a different course. They not 
only did not attack the ministers, bat they 
expressed their regard for them im frater- 
nal words, and assured them that they 
were not working against the pastors, but 
for what they believed to be the best infer- 
ests of the church. Moreover; the Hock 
River laymen by their action narrowed the 
agitation from half a dozen issces to the 
single issue of equaj lay marenaiee in 
the General Conference.

Then 
the line turns almost due south, following 
very closely the 10list degree of longitude 
until it leaves the State of Nebraska, near 
the northeast corner of Colorado; passing in 
a southwesterly direction through Colorado 
it reaches Pueblo, whence it passes in a 
slightly southeasterly direction into New 
Mexico and turns to the west. Then it 
passes in a very irregular line through the 
States of California, Oregon, and Washing- 
ton. Extending for a distance of 100 miles 
on each side if this line is the beet belt. 

Of the twenty-four States represented in 
the samples received it appears that New 
York and New Jersey make by far the best 
showing.

He has such advantages at his disposal as 
the fort offers to the enlisted man; he has 
such duties to perform as the needs of the 
service demand; 
free with one or neglects the other, he un- 
dergoes, or-is supposed to undergo, the 
punishments which the army regulations 
prescribe for the offense. 


Moves to a Signal. 

And he finds himself a thing of routine. 
He gets up by signal, he eats by signal, he 
works and plays by signal, and his day 
ends by signal. Not that the requirements 
are particularly arduous; so far as his la- 
bors are concerned they are less by consid- 
erable than those of the average working- 
man and he has more time to himself. But 
he has to take it when it is given him and 
not when he feels like it. 

Perhaps he is detailed on special duty, 
has charge of some one of the hundred odd 


| things which have to be done about the 


post, like caring for the lamps on the reser- 
vation, and is excused from drill and other 
monotonous unpleasantness. More likely, 
dn a full company, with some thirty-five 
men detailed for special work, he is one of 
the greater number who take what comes 
in the ordinary round of the soldier’s life. 
Once in a couple of weeks he “ catches” a 


and when he makes too 
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it. If he falls into luck in the exercise of a 
former trade—as a barbér. for instance— 
he may add considerably to his pay. His 
barrack is clean, big, and airy. He has 
bathtubs and shower bath at his disposal. 
There ,is a school conducted during four 
months of the year at least for his use if he 
needs it. There is g reading-room, with 
newspapers and magazines, In fact, from 
a merely bodily point of view, he lives bet- 
ter than the average workingman and his 
chief “kicks” are usually directed against 
the condition of the “‘ mess.” 

It is a pleasant enough life so long as 
he continues to think in a perfectly straight 
line and his officers are good. On both 
counts he sometimes “slips up.” Once 
in awhile his mental balance gets out of 
kilter and he does things he is sorry for 
afterwards. 

Sometimes it is the regulations which 
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spell of guard duty; just as often it comes 
his turn for garrison duty and work around 
the barracks. Most of the time drill is his 
chief bugbear, he takes his turn at work 
when his time comes, eats in the big mess 
hall with pearly 800 other men, fourteen at 
a table—roast beef and potatoes once a 
week, corned beef and cabbage once a 
week, pork and beans once a week, liver 
and bacon more often than he wants it— 
and has several hours a day to do as his own 
desires dictate so long as he keeps within 
regulations, 


Cared For by Uncle Sam. 


Uncle Sam takes care of him with rea- 
sonabig solicitation. He gets $13 a month, 
more if on special duty or has served longer 
than two years, and he has little need to 
spend any of it. The government makes 
him an allowance. sufficient: for clothes, 
bedding, and the like and allows him con- 


siderable latitude as to how he shall spend |

| upset him. The regulations of the United 


States army cover everything in the heay- 
ens above and the waters under the earth. 
They are meant todo so. They say whata 
man shall do and what shall happen to him 
when he does not do it, and the thing they do 
not concern themselves with is yet to be 
found. Their aim and object is discipline, 
the welding of the divegse elements of the 
ranks into a single machine and the ad- 
justment of all things concerning that ma- 
chine with absolute impartiality. But if 
the mental apparatus of the enlisted man 
gets to running in certain channels the reg- 
ulations offer him the pegs upon which to 
hang trouble. He becomes a land species 
of the “sea lawyer.” He objects because 
things are in the regulations or are pot in 
the regulation#, and perhaps, like Private 
Hammond, after getting himself into the 


-guardhouse he objects to going to work 


because no charges have been preferred 


against him.

Even his hours of recreation 
are governed by rule. Outside his window 
he sees the same parade ground, sometimes 
bakéd and dry, sometimes wet and soggy, 
sometimes white with snow, stretching 
away to the same clumps of trées and the 
same white buildings.

He feels as though it had been 
going on ever since the events in the first 
chapter of Genesis and would keep going on 
until the general “ wind up” of all things 
terrestrial.

Sometimes the feeling of monotony, or 
that peculiar longing planted in the human 
breast to do things forbidden, or that no 
less powerful motive known colloquially 
as “‘ cussedness,” finds ventin less serious 
breaches of discipline. Liquor he can al- 
ways get somehow; “ bullyragging ”’ a less 
nimble-witted comrade sometimes relieves 
the’ feeling, or at least transfers it to the 
comrade; and at times even the society 
of the canteen—that place of refreshment 
and recreation, owned by the regiment, 
whose profits go to the good of the regi- 
ment mess, and which is situated a? Fort 
Sheridan in pleasing proximity to the guard- 
house—suffices to clear. away the clouds. 

Whatever breach of discipline the en- 
listed man at Fort Sheridan may find most 
to his taste there is a punishment prepared 
for him. The list, of them-is one of the 
most extensive features of the regulations, 


and they range upward from a fine set at 
the remarkable amount of one-sixth of a 
dollar—as if the currency of_the United 
States was’ not complicated enough—to a 
point which finds him a “ convict,” con- 
fined in the guardhouse, and, with a large 
*P.” on his back, liberated at stated times 
to perform such unpleasant labors as 
cleaning the roads under guard. 
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Sometimes the enlisted man has a real | 


cause for his woes in the person of his offi- 
cer, It is a thing which commonly becomes 
a matter of public information only when 
some such occurrence as that at Fort Sher- 
idan last week brings it out. For the pri- 
vate soldier, if he be a private soldier of 
intelligence and perspicuity, knows that 
mention of such a matter only leads to 
worse things, and accepts the affair as a 
piece of “hard luck” and grins and bears 
it. 

It is the express object of Uncle Sam’s 
school at West Point to turn out good offi- 
cers, and to be a good officer, authorities 
agree, a man must know himself from the 
ground up. The officer in his relationship 
to the enlisted man has in his hands what 
approximates absolute power, with the 
strength of the government behind him to 
back it, and if he lets himself be carried 
into such exercise of it as marked the treat- 
ment of Private Hammond he becomes a 
grief and a torment to the men in the ranks. 
Seemingly, the men at Fort Sheridan have 
suffered not overmuch in this line. But, 
now that events have brought Captain 
Lovering into a position where his conduct

‘Princeton was, two years ago, the best team 
in breaking through upon the opponents’ 
kicks of any of the many elevens in the field.

Meet Yale in New York. 

The really big game in New York of the 
year will be between Yale and the Indians. 
There is great fear in New Haven that the 
Carlisle players will come off victorious. 
The Yale team realizes only too well the 
difficulties of last year’s contest, and is put- 
ting forth all her efforts in coaehing and 
playing to make a creditable showing. One 
who has received a grasp from the arms of 
a redskin fired with football enthusiasm does 
not soon forget the feeling. Their trip of 
last year has engendered a wholesome fear 
of their ability, and Yale will line up against 
them her best team. 

Carlisle is a government school for the ed- 
ucation of the Indians, and the chiefs of 
the Western plains yearly send their sons 
to obtain a civiliz education. Fora long 
time the question confronted the school as 
to how to interest these wild and untamed 
matures in the studies which most of us 
at times feelirksome. The contrast between 
a life on the plains with all its open-air free- 
dom and the life of a bookworm is great. It 
was on this account that athletics were 
taken up and made a feature of the school. 
Every game conceivable was entered into 
and followed out with the idea of reconcil- 
ing these homesick redskins to _a studious 
life. But it was not until football was adopted 
that the schoo] became popular and that 
these young braves were willing to leave 
their Western life to follow-an unbelieved 
prophet, 

Football gives the very outlet to their 
natures which produces the best result in 
the school. It combines In its curriculum of 
plays all the exercises that Indians have been 
accustomed to. It is full of physical dash and 
muscular endeavor; it intermingles pluck 
and craft in such a way that iteuits exactly 
the supple ff&ture of an liidiana Indian. 
The players endeavor to make a touchdown 
in the same way that they would surround 
and overcome a wagon train in ‘49. The 
tomahawk and gun are eliminated, but the 
excitement and the wild @asii'ar® there; the 
fortitude against suffering fs brought to a 
vivid climax,and every player has the chance 
to show himself under torture. No Indian 
football player would cry out with pain any 
more than a warrior of old would yell when 
the pine knots were burning his fiesh; they 
grit their teeth, smile, and dash ahead to gain 
ery for themselves and their tribe in the 

est. 

A certain portion of the public can cry out 
against football, can crusade its 
brutality, but the fact remains that as far as 
the Indians are cogcerned the game Is a suc- 
cessful method of leading them into the paths 
of study and edtication. One cannot lay

At first the current from this power-house 
was far in excess of the demand, but lately 
the demands for more energy have necessi- 
tated the addition now nearly completed. 
Tae street railroad system in Niagara was 
first to use the output of the great falls, 
and found it so’cheap that other concerns 
made haste to tap the same system. One 
by one manufacturing Plants have been 
started .in’ Niagara and Echota, until the 
varieties of uses to which ane current from 
the great alternators is pu@is astonishing. 
But the crowhing achievement is the trans- 
mission of the power over wires to Buffalo, 


where ft runs the street railroads of the 


city with economy and profit to all con- 


bution which attracts the greatest popular 
interest Is the transmission to, Buffalo. In 
the transforymér house at.the $alls are two 
transformers, with a total capacity of 2,500 
horse-power, “which: transform the 2,200 
volt * two-phase” current into 11,000 volt 

three-phase’’ ‘current, which is carried 
by threé heavy copper cables ona substan- 
tial pole line’to the outskirts of Buffalo, 
where it passes into cables in an under- 
ground conduit to the power station of the 
city railway plant, a total distance of twen- 
ty-seven milés.- Here the current, is re- 
duced in pregsure, is transformed into di- 
rect currents, and supplies about 1,000 
horse-power to the trolley circuits. It is 
proposed to increase the transmission volt- 
age to 22,000 volts and supply power on a 
large scale for general: purposes as soon 
as the apparatus can be installed. 

With all these demands for current on the 
Niagara Falls plant, it was no wonder that 
an addition was commenced some time ago. 
The present plant has a total output of 15,- 
000 horse-power from three machines, but 
the new building now under roof will hold 
aS many.as seven more dynamos, with an 
added capacity of (85,000 horse-power, 
though but five of these new machines will 
be put fn at first. 

At present the enormous wheel pit is fin- 
ished. It is 179 feet deep, 20 feet wide, and 
434 feet long, cut out of solid rock. The 
work of installing the turbines is now go- 
ing rapidly on, while the‘d@ynamos are prac- 
tically finished and ready to be shipped. A 
few improvements over the first machinery 
have been made, but it is a remarkable fact 
that the original apparatus in its. essential 
features has been found to be too perfect to 
change. ,

Several novelties are offered for the com- 
ing week. “The Mysterious Mr. Bugle” 
introduces Mr. Joseph Holland tonight at 
McVicker’s, more or less in the capacity of 
a single star.

‘While the play is not 
a direct dramatization of any one of these 
stories, its theme jacgathered from them 
and is arm -elaborat the plots of two of 
them. It comes nearer to a story of the 
cherub of Mr. Fernald’s story, ‘“ Hoo 
Chee,”’ which is to be published next month 
entitled “The Cherub Among the Gods.” 
In the play are Hoo Chee and his cat, One- 
Two, his amah, his father, and the fasci- 
nating, learned doctor, Wing Shee, who is 
the principa} figure.

The cost of reclaiming the 600,000 acres 
of land now partially submerged by the 
waters of the Kankakee hag been estimat- 
ed ai $2 an acre, in the total of $1,000,000, 
This contemplates not only the straighten- 
ing of the river, but the draining of the 
neighboring land and the introduction of 
& system of trrigation for use in dry seasons. 
There is of course a possibility that the land 
when reclaimed will prove unsuitable for 
beet cultivation. It will depend chiefly upon 
whether the ground can be readily drained. 
Fut the chance of success is regarded as 
great enough to warrant the attempt. 

the work of improvement of the river has 
already begun. Indeed, it had been com- 
menced, in accordance with the original 
plans, beforeithe possibility of beet culrure 
had been investigated. Two companies 
have been formed to carry out the propused 
changes.

The St. Elizabeth Hospital is a universal 
charity, making no distinction on sectarian 
lines, conducted by the order of the Poor 
Handmaids of Jesus Christ. The order was 
founded in 1849 at Dernbach, Germany, for 
the purpose of caring for the sick, preparing 
the dead for burial, and educating young 
people in convents and academies. It has 
a large membership in Europe and conducts 
many convents, hospitals, and missions. In 
1860 it became established in the United 
States and a year later took charge of the 
Holy Angels Orphan Asylum at Rosehill, 
Chicago. Two convents in the city were 
later opened by the: sisters, and for years 
the smallpox hospital has been under their 
care, 

The St. Elizabeth Hospital was built in 
1886 on the block bounded by Le Moyne, 
Davis, and Hirsch streets and Oakley ave- 
nue, which had been secured for the pur- 
pose a year before. Three years later con- 
siderable additions to the building were 
made and other changes have been lately 
made. It is now well equipped with the 
necessary accommodations for the-care of 
the sick and has received gifts and bequests 
from a number of sources, notably Mr. and 
Mrs.’ Henry Wischemeyer, Martin Ryerson, 
and Conrad Seipp. |

FOUGHT. SHARK THREE HOURS. 


Maneater Becomes Entang! ed in Nets 
aq" San Francisco Fishermen and 


Gives Them Hard Battle. 

Nicholas Marsala and Vincent Maggio, 
fishermen in the employ of the American 
Union Fish company, made recently the 
most remarkable catch of their lives. In 
one of their nets, freshly drawn from the 
bottom of the bay, they found a man-eating 
shark. It gave them terrific battle for three 
full hours, their only weapons being the 
oars of their boat, with which they had the 
utmost difficulty in beating off the monster 
from capsizing their boat. They put him 
hors de combat at last and brought him and 
some hundreds of fathoms of ruined net into 
Fisherman’s Wharf. - 

Long before daylight ,Marsala and 
Maggio put out in a small boat to draw 
in the nets that had been placed the night 
before. In the course of their work they 
reached those -stationed near Alcatraz, 
Bringing the boat to a standstill the fisher- 
men began drawing in the great net. Hun- 
dreds of fish were brought to the surface 
and piled in the boat, when suddenly the 
ease of their work was interrupted. A heavy 
weight held back the net and the men re- 
joiced in the expectations of an unusual 
haul. Asthey pulled away the water around 
the boat was churned into foam and the 
little craft rocked and pitched in waves that 
had their origin beneath the surface. 

Wonderstruck, not knowing what was In 
the net, the fishermen put all their strength 
in an effort to bring the thing, whatever it 
might be, to the surface. Suddenly a great 
body shot up, and they saw a gigantic shark 
lashing the water in fury, The enermous 
fish at once began a battle for life and, be- 
fore the fishermen had recovered their scat- 
tered senses, had almoat capsized the boat, 

Marsala and Maggio, however, appreciated 
the greatness of the catch and the laurels 
that would be theirs if the monster could be 
landed, so, instead of cutting loose the net, 
they undertook to kill their captive. Both 
men caught up their oars and, as the shark 
charged upon the boat the heavy wood féll 
upon his shining back. The blows, instead 
of rendering him harmless, only augmented 
his rage and, again and again, he charged 
the boat, or endeavored to break away from 
the net which held him within reach of the 
descending oars. 

For dull three hours this struggle con- 
tinued, the men at times almost exhausted, 
the fish strong, wicked, and furious. The 
oars fell a hundred times against the man- 
eater, but it was nearly 8 o’clock before the 
tide of battle chanzed. As the fishermen 
were about losing hope of killing the shark 
a sudden blow landed upon a vuinerable spot, 
and the maneater showed that hé was at 
last weakening. The oars then fell with 
increased force, and in a short time the 
monster slowly turned and died. 

No time was lost in towing the huge body 
to the shore. A wagon was engaged, and it 
was taken, to the maim store of the fish 
company, at 516 Merchant street, where it 
was placed upon the scales. It registered 
over 500 pounds. The experts of the com- 
pany and others viewéd the body and pro- 
nounced it one of the largest of its kind. 

The man-eating shark's an unusual visitor 
to the waters of San Francisco Bay. Only 
three times in seventeen years have they 
appeared, the last being captured twelve 
years ago. When it was cut up by the knife 
of the fishermen all Sorts and conditions of 
things were discovered in its stomach.—San 
Francisco Chronicle. 


MACHINE REGISTERS LETTERS. 


Invention Being Tested in New York— 
May Be Adopted in Postoffices 
Throughout Country. 


A slot machine whith registevs letters al- 
most as rapidly as an ordinary letter-box re- 
ceives them is to be tried by the Postuffice 
department in this city. Three of these ma- 
ehires have been placed in the New York 
Postoffice by order of the Fostmaster Gen-« 
eral for a six weeks’ trial. One of the ma- 
chines is in the registry department of the 
general postoffice, another is in the arcade 
of the Equitable Building, and the third is 
in the substation at Park avenue and Forty- 
second street. If the test of these machines 
shall prove satisfactory postoffices aii over 
the United States will be authorized tu use 
them. 

The machine is of fron and is:n the shape 
ofa high writing desk. It weighs 500 pounds. 
To mail and register a letter one places a 
dime in a slot at the top of the machine. 
The eoin automatically opens < smaijl rer- 
istering window and the slot to receive the 
envelope, which, of course, must have a two- 
cent stamp uponit. The name and address 
of the. sender and the name and address on 
the letter are then written on the slip of 
paper cxposed at the registering window. 
After the letter has been mailed a lever at 
One side is pushed until a gong rings. ‘the 
Tetter is then already stamped and registered 
and the sender’s receipt is pushed out, al- 
most into his hands. 

The moment this receipt is delivered the 
machine becomes locked again, and only the 
insertion of a coin will open it. Worn coins 
or those not of the same weight and size as 
a silver dime will not make che machine 
work. The makers say it is impossible tor 
any one to beat the machine, or forit to beat 
any one. 

If the postal authorities wish the fee of 
registration to be paid in postage stamps 
affixed to the letter, instead of in cvin, the 
mechanism for the opening of the machine 
by the insertion of a coin can be dispensed 
with and replaced with a bution. Mail is 
collected with a patent Dag, which cannot be 
opened without being applied to the lock 
which shuts the movable bottom of the letter 
receptacle of the machine.

FORMS A LITERARY MUSEUM. 


Professor F. N. 8é6tt of the University 
of Michigan at Work on a 
Unique Collection. 


F. N. Scott, junior professor of rhetoric at 
the University of Michigan, has commenced 
n collection, certainly unique and possibly of 
considerable future value. He calls it a 
‘* museum of student composition,’’ and in- 
tends to embody in it specimen exercises 
written at stated intervals by children in 
the schools of this anc several other coun- 
tries. The compositions so gathered to- 
gether, he believes, will make it possible to 
determine with reasonable accuracy the 
stages of growth of a young person’s faculty 
of expression and to trace a law of normal 
devel-~ment, so that in individual cases it 
can be uscertainec whether the pupil’s power 
is up to the average or whether special at- 
tention and instruction are needed. 

To carry out his idea Professor Scott has 
issued a circular to those interested in educa- 
tional matters in most of the large cities of 
the country, and in Chicago has arranged 
with Dr. Nightingale, Superintendent of 
High Schools, to obtain sets of exercises from 
all the high schools of the city. The collec- 
tion at present is drawn only from the United 
States, but the circular has been translated 
in several foreign languages, and France, 
Germany, Italy, Spain, and Russia will soon 
be asked to contribute. Other countries will 
follow later, for Professor Scott hopes to se- 
cure specimens from every important coun- 
try on the globe. 

The plan limits the writing of exercises in 
this country to high school pupils and sets 
six subjects for composition, with stated 
times for writing each. The exercises are to 
be written in the schoolroom within a period 
of one hour, no revision is to be allowed, and 
other precautions are taken to make the se- 
ries a fair test of the power of expression. 
Only those who entered school during Sep- 
tember, 1897, are to write, and the composi- 
tions only of those who complete the four 
years’ course and write all the exercises will 
be preserved. In this way Professor Scott 
believes it possible to secure material foran 
exact comparison. 

The subjects for this year are such as 
are easily within the grasp of the first year 
high school pupil, but allow full play 
to the pupil’s power of expression—the writ- 
ing of a letter to a friend, giving an account 
of something that happened during the sum- 
mer; a short story on the lines of a plot 
given; a description of some person known to 
the writer; an explanation of certain quota- 
tions to a person younger than the writer in 
such terms as can be easily understood; and a 
composition persuading a boy or girl of the 
pupil's own age to read a book which the 
pupil has lately read and liked. . 

It is hoped by Professor Scott that a con- 
siderable number of schools may be found to 
contribute to the collection.. The essays are 
to be sent to Professor Scott and become the 
property of the university, where they will 
be open to the examination of those !ntending 
to teach. Ultimately, he believes, they will 
result in some economy of the expenditure 
of time and energy now going on in the 
teaching of rhetoric and composition.

the faint outlines of distant hills and here 
and there patches of green. 
We were looking into a cup, as it were, 


formed of great volcanic mountains, whose 


sides sloped steeply down to the plain be- 
low. Beyond this, at a distance of some 
three miles from shore, rose other moun- 
tains that hid the rest of the island from 
view. 


Solitary Castle Mountain. 


In this space the scenery was really beau- 
tiful. In the center of this verdant belt a 


‘small; but extraordinary, mountain rose 


abruptly from the plain. Its base appeared 
to consist of a grass grown slope, but ris- 
ing from this to a height of about 200 
feet above the level of the plain. was a 
smooth and absolutely precipitous wall of 
bare rock. The shape of the rotk, which we 
afterward found to be an extinct. vol- 
cano, was round and as proportionately 
formed as if modeled by the hahd of man. 
Anything more grand and imposing than 
the sight presented by this great natural 
castle standing there in solitary: grandeur 
in the center of that level plain it would be 
hard to imagine. Its very solitude added 
to its majesty, and its towering cliffs seemed 
to form a huge sun dial that threw long, 
sweeping shadows across the plain below. 

All this our eyes took in at a glance, and 
also sometbing more; for there on the beach, 
standing knee deep in the water, was a 
double row of half nude natives staring at 
us with all their eyes. They did not movea 
muscle. So still they stood that almost 
could we believe them to be a part of the 
wonderful statues in which this strange 
island was said to dbound. Not a sound 
did they make nor a gesture; they simply 
stood. And well they might, for, .as we 
afterward discovered, it was the first.time 
that many of the younger ones of them had 
ever seen a ship or white men. 

As we slowly picked our way in toward 
the shore their manner changed and, scram- 
bling from the beach to the highlands be- 
yond, they watched us from the distance. 
Presently, when about half a mile from the 
shore, we began to encounter what ap- 
peared to be little coral reefs, and, lowering 
the small boats, we proceeded cautiously. to 
the beach. 

Meeting with the Natives. 

As we drew near a number of the natives 
tame down to meet us. Stopping about 
fifty yards off shore, we hallooed to them in 
several different languages, but without 
avail. Then we tried Malasian, and in-

on the shore, but they exhibited no evi- 
dences of hostility. In fact, we were struck 
with their exceeding mildness. They seemed 
to fear us a great deal more than we did 


them. 
Assoonas our boats were pulled up on the 


| beach our guides proceeded to éscort us 


across the plain. to the mountains beyond, 
where, they gave us to understand, their 
dwelling places were located, and from 
whiéh point they had been watching:us as 
we rounded the island in search of a land- 
ing place. 

As we trudged along we were struck with 
the lonesomeness of the place. Aside from 
the natives, who were with us, some two or 
three hundred all told, we did not see a 
single living thing. 

Amid Majestic Ruins. 

Presently we arrived at the base of the 
mountain and began the ascent of its steep 
sides. The vegetation that we had noticed 
on the plain was now gone, and in its place 
we. were climbing over layer after layer of 
hard volcanic rock. Up the mountain we 


went for a distance of almost a thousand | 


feet, climbing from ledge to ledge in a zig- 
zag fashion and following as closely after 


‘our guides as the steep ascent would allow. 


Finally we reached the top, and then a most 

wonderful sight broke upon our gaze, 
Stretched out before us was a broad table- 

land, probably three miles in extent, and ut- 


terly devoid of vegetation. For the most 


part it was as smooth and flat as if leveled 
by the hand of man, and upon it were 


strewn masses of wonderful ruins in all 
‘stages of decay. Here were the remains of 


buildings that had probably once been 


well formed structures, and the! crum- 
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to those on the top, although not so large. 
Far in the distance, and standing out dis- 
tinctly against the sky, we could see the 
sharp outlines of a number of great moun- 
tain peaks, and what instantly struck us as 
being’ most remarkable was that they 
seemed to be entirely independent of each 


other. Some reared their lofty peaks fully | 
1,000 feet above the rest, but all were clear-.} 


ly of the same formation. These cliffs we 
subsequently found to be huge volcanoes 
that from appearance had been extinct for 
a great number of years. In fact, we after- 
ward learned from the natives that. never 
during their lives had there been an erup- 
tion on the island. 

Our guides did not give us much chance 
for observation. Hastening Over the 
mountain ridge on which we were standing, 
they led us down a rock strewn passage- 
way to the plateau below, and across this 
to where the first of the ruined structures 
stood. We stopped a moment to examine it. 

Some Remarkable Architecture. 

It had clearly been a large building, al- 
though not a high one. This we saw at a 
glance. Its immensity lay in the greatness 
of the area it covered, and the ponderous- 
ness of the walls. The roof and upper por- 
tion were fallen in, and only about thirty 
feet of the walls still remained standing, 
but they were remarkable specimens of 
ancient architecture. They were con- 
structed of what appeared to have once 
been finely dressed blocks of volcanic rock, 
each about three feet square and fitted 
closely together. A surprising thing about 
these walls was that nowhere was there thé 
slightest evidence of any cement having 
been used. The stones were so perfectly 


@ marvelous piece of workmanship. 


The natives hurried us by this and count- 
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portions of the ragged walls of 
some of them the natives had made crude 
coverings of clay. The larger structures 
were all in the most dismantled state. 
Strewn about the court were numbers of 
earthen pots, and here and there piles of 
ashes that marked the places where the 
natives cooked their meals. I may as well 
say here that their only food consisted of a 
spec of large fish, which they. caught 
somedistance from the beach, and a variety 
of birds which they trapped by an ingenious 
arrangement of nets stretched in the trees 
that dotted the little plain we had crossed. 
The island seemed entirely devoid of quad- 
rupeds, not a single one of any kind exist- 
ing on that barren volcanic reef. - 
Traditions of the Island. 

Here among the remains of ancient and 
unknown civilization the natives lived in the 
crumbling ruins of the buildings of the peo- 
ple who were before them. Wesubsequent- 
ly learned that these few natives—not over 
800 at the most—comprised the entire popu- 
lation of the island: They said that once, 
many years ago, they had been’a populous 
race, numbering, I should judge from what 
we eventually gathered from them, . as 
many as 20,000 to 30,000, but they told us 
that dark skinned men had sailed up to the 
island in long ships and abducted large 
numbers of them. We questioned them 


Neither did our say 
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center, and these crude {affairs served as 
their lamps. In many o the rooms were 
rudely made hand looms,\on which the 


women wove the mats, but, aside from’ 


these and a quantity of fishing parapher- 
nalia, made of twisted fiber, the rooms were 
desolate. 2 


Find a Strangs Cave.: 

The following day we set out for the cave, 
and a most wonderful one it was, although I 
do not believe it to be the work of man. 

At the entrance were strewn the remains 
of several small structur¢s that had been 
built closely against the rock, much after 
the fashion of ancient cliff iwellings. Pass- 
ing these we penetrated info the great open- 
ing, and followed our guides down a number 
of steps and along an unierground shaft 
that was lighted by mean: of curious bor- 
ings that ran upward throy sh the rock. Sud- 
denly the passage took a rharp turn to the 
right, and we found ourséives standing in 
an immense cavern probsbly fifty feet in 
diameter. Around the sifies a: ledge‘ ex- 
tended for the whole distance save for a 
space of about five feet, where an aperture 
appeared leading into some })ther mysterious 
chamber. H 


To this doorway we proreeded. The in-. 


terior was pitch dark. Ore of the natives 
produced a lamp, several of which they had 
brought along, and, lightitig it, we entered 
the subterranean chamber,; For a moment 
we could see nothing. It was utter dark- 
ness, and in the gloom jhe little lamp 
crackled and sputtered, threatening every 
moment to go out. Presertly it flared up, 
and by its light we saw that we were stand- 
ing in a room some eight jeet square, hol- 
lowed out of the solid riick. The walls 
were smooth and hard, jis in the ‘great 
cavern we had passed through, and around 
the base was a broad stone step hollowed 
out beneath. Stooping déwn one of the 
natives began poking u fit with a stick, 
and out tumbled a mass of yhite bones, roll- 
ing across the stone flodr to where we 
stood. 4 

We looked in silence upon these

Another “ ray ” which changed the crystal- 
lization of métallic particles would impart 
a great strength to metal that had been 
rolled to extreme thinness. It was the dis- 
covery of this ‘‘ ray "’ that made the building 
of a successful air ship possible, since 100 
pounds of metal properly treated and rolled 
to the required thinness would furnish as 
much strength and rigidity as a ton of the 
same metal not so treated. You remember, 
of course, that the earlier air investigators 
failed because they could not get a metal 
that possessed sufficient lightness and 
strength for their purpose. 

By means of another “ ray” it was pos- 
sible to store electrical energy, for this 
“ray’’ rendered any soft metal peculiarly 
receptive of electrical energy, and it wasa 
storage battery thus made that furnished 
the power for the navigation of the first air- 
ship. The same sort of electrical storage, 
much modified, it is true, is now used in 
thousands of ways; indeed, it is difficult to 
see how the modern world could get along 
at all without this storage, so useful Is it. 

But I cannot continue this part of my story 
much longer, though I would like to. “* Ab- 
ner Balkam’s’’ inventions, when developed 
to the full, lessened the need of manual toil 


so enormously that it soon became possible 


to do the world’s work with far less human 
labor than ever before; it was also possible 
to produce vegetation much more profusely, 
so that food became almost infinitely cheap- 
er, and so on. It was said by some that 
“ Abner Galkam” had discovered the first 
principle of all life, but he never claimed 
that; indeed, he denied it many times. He 
never denied, however, that he had found 
a “ray” that enabled him to change the 
nature of lead or tin, so that it would be the 
equivalent.of gold.

his: country; but he will learn at West 
Point, as soon as he begins his career asa 
future officer of the army, how théroughly 
he is to be traintd to honor it in his daily 
life.
